His disability 
pay stays at 
50 percent

Former Andover police officer 
Fred Sunderland Jr. will continue 
receiving disability pay of about 50 
percent of his salary and not the full 
pay he was seeking, after a ruling by 
a Salem Superior Court judge last 
month. 

A superior court judge denied Mr. 
Sunderland’s request for full pay 
pending an appeal to the state Con- 
tributory Retirement Appeals Board 
to raise the amount of his disability 


y. 

Mr. Sunderland, an 18-year veter- 
an, left the force in May of 1988 be- 
cause of emotional stress, according 
to court documents. 

The town retired Mr. Sunderland 
on accidental disability pay, which 
was 72 percent of his $35,000 annual 
salary. But the state retirement 
board said Mr. Sunderland could re- 
ceive only ordinary disability pay, 
about 50 percent of his salary, after 
a state medical panel decided the 
emotional stress was not job related. 

Mr. Sunderland appealed the 
board’s decison, but it could be a 
year or more before any action is 
taken on the rs gears He has also 
filed an appeal with the courts, 
according to Town Accountant Rod- 
ney P. Smith.

Perc tests 
have begun 


Soil testing for installation of sep- 
tic systems has begun, according to 
Director of Public Health Everett F. 
Penney. The Board of Health re- 
quires two soil tests before it will is- 

' sue a septic system permit and 


building permit. 

The soil tests measure the maxi- 
mum high groundwater elevation 
(deep hole tests) and the porosity of 
where subsurface disposal (septic) 
systems would be installed, Mr. Pen- 
ney explains. 

Deep hole tests are conducted dur- 
ing March and April only. Percola- 
tion tests may be run at any time, 
except during December, January, 
February and March. Appointments 
for the tests can be made by calling 
the health department. Mr. Penney 
recommends appointments be made 
early. 

“Because of the economic slow- 
down, lot owners may postpone 
doing these tests without realizing 
that they can only be performed in 
March or April,” the health director 
says. ‘If and when the economy 
picks up, many individuals, contrac- 
tors and developers may find them- 
selves unable to get building permits 
without the in-season soil tests.” 

The test results are valid for two 
years.

When Seabrook’s on line, 
Andoverites will pay more 


The start-up of the Seabrook 
Station nuclear power plant 
could mean a 1% to 2 percent 
increase in electricity bills for 
Andover residents by this fall, 
a Massachusetts Electric 
Company spokesman said this 
week. Andover is located ap- 
proximately 15 miles from the 
Seabrook plant, located in Sea- 
brook, N.H. 

The difference will mean 


Commission March 15 and is 
currently doing ‘‘preflight 
checks,” according to New En- 
gland Yankee spokesman Ron 
Sher. 

The company was looking 
forward to ‘‘starting up of the 
reactor in the next few days,”’ 
Mr, Sher said Monday. 


Seabrook Station is owned 
by 12 investor companies. New 
England Electric Systems, 
which has a 10 percent share in 
the plant, is the parent compa- 
ny of Massachusetts Electric 
Company. Massachusetts 
Electric supplies power to 
Andover. 

‘We have a 10 percent share 
of its output and, therefore, a 
10 percent share of the invest- 
ment of it,”’ Mr. McNamara 
said. 

That share. means Massa- 
chusetts Electric customers

“This will supply 100,000 
homes on our lines,”’ Mr. Me- 
Namara said.

Town moderator 

John Doyle, of 40 Reservation Road, is 
challenging incumbent James Doherty 
for town moderator.

Mr. Doyle opened the debate with an 
attack against Mr. Doherty.

_ “Before we hit tax payers and put holes 
in their pockets we have to go out and 
look at other sources of funding or else it 
we becomes a matter of accounting,” he 
said.

The Andover Historical Society 
has invaluable collections for 
those studying the history of And- 
over. Local historian, Joan Patra- 
kis, shares her research for 
women’s history month.

In the remote wilderness set- 
tlement of 17th century Andover, 
women lived surprisingly long, 
healthy lives and raised iarge, ro- 
bust families despite the daily 
hardships of frontier living and 
the unexpected horrors of Indian 
attacks and witchcraft delusion. 
In those rapidly-changing times, a 
woman’s greatest attribute was 
her versatility, for in her complex 
role as “‘goodwife” she had to as- 
sume many roles. A goodwife was 
mother, wife, housekeeper, help- 
mate and deputy husband. Her du- 
ties were carried out in 
anonymity. Some women chose to 
expand their goodwifely bounds — 
ae or infamy would be their 
ate.

Goodwife Barker devoted time 
to community service. In 1679 she 
was granted six acres of land by 
the town “‘in consideration of the 
benefit the towne hath received by 
her teaching their children.” She 
was a school-dame and likely 
taught the young children in her 
own home. 

Women of ordinary status were 
called “‘goodwife”’ or ‘‘goody.”’ As 
helpmate she shouldered family or 
business responsibilities with her 
husband. If circumstances de- 
manded, she would take his place 
as head of the household and carry 
out his duties. In this role she was 
“deputy husband.” . 

Rebecca Johnson, a widow at 
age 36 with seven young children 
to provide for, was the first and 
perhaps the only woman ever ap- 
pointed sexton of the meeting. 
From 1690 to 1698 she supported 
her family on the stipend she re- 
ceived, agreeing to “sweep ye 
meetinhouse and ring ye bell.” 
Hardship and tragedy marred her 
life. As one of 40 Andover people 
accused of witchcraft, she was im- 
prisoned at Salem eight months 
and later acquitted. Six years lat- 
er, in a devastating attack on And- 
over, her eldest daughter was 
murdered by Indians. 

Hannah Hutchinson was a noto- 
rious figure in the community. 
Neighbors testifed of her dishono- 
rable deeds in frequent appear- 
ances before Salem or Ipswich 
court. An unhappy marriage to a 
man who did not provide for his 
family and the threat that her sev- 


oman’s role was to be ‘goodwife’ 


en children would be taken from 
her may have prompted Hannah’s 
scampish behavior. She allegedly 
was a burglar, thief and ‘“‘a lying 
woman.’’ Puritan law dealt 
harshly with criminals, especially 
repeat offenders. In 1674 she be- 
came the only woman in Essex 
County to receive the penalty 
usually reserved for men. For al- 
legedly breaking into a dwelling 
house and stealing several things, 
Hannah was branded and severely 
whipped. 

Martha Carrier, wife and moth- 
er of six children, was destined to 
become Andover’s most infamous 
and martyred woman. Strong- 
willed and outspoken, she was the 
one who managed her family’s af- 
fairs and settled its boundary dis- 
putes with neighbors. They never 
took kindly to the Carrier family. 


They particularly disliked the 
sharp tongue of Goody Carrier. 
When witchcraft hysteria swept 
over Andover in 1692, one by one 
they accused her of threatening 
and tormenting them. Other ac- 
cused Andover ‘‘witches,’’ even 
her own children, testified it was 
she who had persuaded them. A 
prominent Boston minister 
claimed Satan had promised to 
make her Queen of Hell. Unlike 
others Pr liie betens popes ct 
receiving lighter sentencing, ~ 
tha steadfastly claimed her inno- 
cence. First to be convicted of 
witchcraft in Andover, Martha 
Carrier was the only Andover 
woman to be hanged for that 
crime.

30th in the giant slalom, but 
needed to finish among the to 
20 to qualify for the Nationals 
at Mt. Bachelor in Oregon.

In 1974, both men were working at re- 
structuring town or city governments, 
Mr. Stapezynski as a consultant in Merid- 
en, Conn., and Mr. Howe as an alderman 
at large in Melrose. 

By 1980 Mr. Howe was the town admin- 
istrator of Easton and Mr. Stapczynski 
was the assistant town manager of Wil- 
mington. Both were administering 
grants, evaluating budgets and managing 
employee relations. 

Just about the time Mr. Stapczynski 
was picking up his post graduate certifi- 
cate at the Kennedy School in 1983, Mr. 
Howe was taking a job there as a deputy 
director of executive programs. 

Mr. Stapezynski had by then taken the 
town manager position in Wilmington 
where he remains today. Mr. Howe 
stayed at the Kennedy School until 1987 
when he went to work for the state’s Ex- 
ecutive Office of Communities and Devel- 
opment where he is currently employed. 

Since applying for the town manager 
position in Andover both men have re- 
ceived incentives to stay at their current 
jobs. Mr. Howe was promoted to deputy 
secretary at EOCD, the number-two posi- 
tion in the organization. Mr. Stapczynski 
has been given another three-year con- 
tract in Wilmington beginning July 1, this 
after selectmen there already knew he 
had applied for the Andover position. 

A significant difference between the 
two is in their salaries. Mr. Stapczynski

“T like day-to-day contact with depart- 
ment heads, keeping informed on things 
and working with them. I think I have a 
eae for organization and administra- 

on. 

“Tf Ken had a skill for outreach and 
bringing it in, I have a skill for developing 
the talent and resources he brought in to 
the town.” 

Mr. Howe said his special skill is “‘mak- 
ing do with less.” 

“The single most important area will 
be making the most of limited re- 
sources,”’ Mr. Howe said of the town man- 
ager’s job. 

His inside knowledge of how policies 
and programs work on the state level are 
an advantage, according to Mr. Howe. 

soggy: how the state programs 
work I is important for a town man- 
ager these days,”’ Mr. Howe said. “Being 
able to know where to go for information 
and ay how to work with 
these programs be important no mat- 
ter who gets elected governor.”

Mr. Mahony and Selectman William 
Downs have recently pointed out that 
Andover has, over the last 10 years, failed 
to maintain its infrastructure by replac- 
ing water and sewer lines and resurfacing 
roadways. Tackling that job in the 1990s 
is going to be difficult and expensive, but 
both town manager candidates said they 
are ready for it. 

“T wouldn’t be involved in which pipes 
need relining or which roads need repav- 
ing,” Mr. Howe said. “‘That’s the public 
works director’s job.” 

Instead, he would work on financing 
and getting support of the twonspeople for 
the work. 

“T’ve been involved in that in my pre- 
vious work in Easton,’’ Mr. Howe said. 

Mr. Howe was involved with overrides 
of Proposition 2% that succeeded in 
Easton for purchases of conservation 
land, to finance a new fire station and to 
purchase a school building, he said. 

“It’s important to do careful planning 
on an override question,’ Mr. Howe said.

quality education in town or 
we can keep cutting back what 
we fund and allow Boston to 
dictate what type of education 
we provide for our children,’ 
he said. 

Dr. Seifert recommends the 
committee go with the larger, 
$22.9 million budget. 


Legally the School Commit- 
tee can go to Town Meeting 
and ask voters to approve a 
school budget larger than the 
or projected by the FinCom. 

Within 45 days of that Town 
Meeting vote, a ballot question 
must be presented to voters 
asking approval of an override 
of Proposition 2% and a tax 
rate increase sufficient to cov- 
er the larger budget, said Dr. 
Seifert. 


It is risky to present two bu- 
gets to Town Meeting, accord- 
ing to Margo Tilghman, School 
Committee chaiarowman. At 
Tuesday’s meeting, she said 
she would feel better drafting 
a balanced budget, examining 
what was cut to get it bal- 
anced, then reinstating what 
the committee and community 
feel should be included. 

She added that the commit- 
tee would not make any deci- 
sions on cuts until it had 
examined the $21.2 million bal- 
anced budget and its impact on 
current staff, programs and

services. 

Committee member Michael 
Frishman motioned the com- 
mittee instruct Dr. Seifert to 
draft just one budget that 
funded a ‘“‘thriving, growing 
school system’’ without the 
limits level funding place on 
Dr. Seifert’s proposed $22.9 
million budget.

ing large projects, according to Mr. 
Stapcezynski. 

“‘We’ve had tremendous sewer growth 
in the past 15 years,” Mr. Stapcezynski 
said. “We sewered our entire industrial 
area. ” 

An area of summer cottages on a pond 
was also sewered to protect the water, the 
manager said. 

The project cost $10 million, using fed- 
eral, state and approximately 30 percent 
town money, according to Mr. 
Stapezynski. 

“Also, I’ve been involved with a $9 mil- 
lion renovation to the high school,’’ Mr. 
Stapezynski said. 

The high school renovation was all done 
without shutting the building down or 
forcing students to miss a single day of 
school, according to Mr. Stapezynski. 

Unlike Andover, where the school build- 
ings are the responsibility of the School 
Committee, the town manager oversees 
the school buildings in Wilmington. 
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The great communicator 

Gail Ralston, chairwoman of the Board 
of Selectmen, said two weeks ago that 
board members and residents are looking 
for ‘‘the great communicator’’ for town 
manager. Both candidates agree that 
openness and accessibility are important 
to the position. 

“T think I work well with people,’’ Mr. 
Stapezynski said. ‘I make a point of try- 
ing to visit with citizens. 

“T try to answer phone calls quickly. 
That day if I can.’ 

Mr. Stapezynski encourages an open 
door policy for the town manager. 

“Yes. You have to,”’ he said. 

Mr. Howe had similar sentiments. 

“TI have a policy of returning phone 
calls within 24 hours. I hope there will be 
times when anyone who wants to drop in 
and see the town manager will be able 
to,’ Mr. Howe said. 

“I think the town manager-plays an im- 

portant part in setting that kind of a tone”’ 
of accessibility, Mr. Howe said.
